FRANCE DENIES 
YANKS DICTATED 
TERMS OF LOAN 


[Chienge Tribune Foreign News Service.] 

* PARIS, May 3.—The French for- 
eign effice today denied the truth of 
the London Daily Telegraph's state- 
ment yesterday that the American 
reparations experts had recommended 
the Morgan loan to France on condi- 
tion that France accept the reéstab- 
lishment of complete German financial 
and economic freedom in the Ruhr. 

Quai d'Orsay hotly insists that the 
Telegraph's article is “ flatly contrary 
to truth.” -

a letter written by M. Robineau, presi- 
dent of the Bank of France, to the 
American bankers giving the terms of 
France's acceptance of the Morgan 
credits. M. Robineau states that he is 
ready to promise that France “ has 
not made any new appeal for credit 
except for a of the float- 
ing debts, and it will not issue any 
government loans, even for the recon- 
struction of the devastated regions” 
until the financial situation is amel- 


iorated.

specialized sort of negligee. Breakfast coats are in 
reality breakfast robes, for they are usually full 
length affairs. Taffeta is a favorite medium for the 
breakfast coat, and this silk is usually draped or 
ruffied in net. Some of the most attractive models 
finish off with a plaited net knee flounce echoed at 
neck line and sleeves. : 

Another edition of the breakfast coat occurs in 
crepe de chine draped in geo e. These models 
may be finished with ruffies of either self material 
or of lace. Two toned chiffon is a third resource of 
the designer, and a fourth takes the form of lace 
cape over a plaited slip trimmed with the lace of the 
upper garment. 

When it comes to the negligee proper, the tailor 
loses his hold. on the situation. Then in we 
relapse into our feminine mood and try to look as if 
we had never heard of a double breasted flannel 
bath robe or a nightgown with shirt bosom and 
cuffs. These negligees have just a thousand ways 
of looking different, but through all their courses 
they steer by one guiding star. This star ‘consists 
of the straight line slip, usually of crepe and usually 
plaited, dominated by cape or oer of lace. 

Animated by the same principle of looking soft 
and fluffy, floaty and feminine, are the negligees 
which do duty as tea gowns and hostess frocks. 
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Many of these types, created for a more public 
career, take on the guise of little frocks. They are 
of the slipover variety, and while a popular model 
stresses the combination of georgette and crepe de 
chine, they may be developed in all those fabrics 
which lend themselves to airiness and grace. Usual- 
ly there is some definition of the waist line, and as 
a tule the bodice merges into cape or wing drap- 
eries over the arms. The wing sleeves—here, in 
fact, is a.prized bit of ammunition of the boudoir! 
We find it worked out in many different forms, 
nearly all with some message of the medieval modes 
from which it was borrowed. 

These wing sleeves are a di8tinguishing note in 
the tea gown or hostess gown in the center of the 
page. The foundation of this graceful unbelted 
creation is a flame colored brocade, and over it ap- 
pears georgette of the same color. The ministra- 
tions of this latter fabric are decidedly out of the 
ordinary, for it consists of a long piece—perhaps 
four yards—in which a central slit creates the 
bateau neck line and two slits on the sides provide 
armholes. The neck line benefits by a picot edge. 

It really is a difficult thing to say where a tea 

own leaves off and a hostess gown begins. In- 
deed, that problem is complicated by the obligation 
to recognize distinctions between both of these more 
elaborate negligees and the formal afternoon or 


dinner dress. For so pretentious have these models 
become that one has to have a good fashion ear 
to catch those minor vibrations.

RUFFLES ARE FAVORITES, ' 
ARIS.— (Special Correspondence.) — Paris 
p has dropped the Spanish shawl. It is no 
longer on the list of eligibles for fashionable 
wear.

_tocome in among the favorites. The ruffle, no less. 
That intriguing little Spanish dancer who swirled 
her tiny ruffled train so gracefully through the 
steps of her dance in.a leading American revue last 
winter showed us that ruffles need in no way inter- 
fere with our beloved slim silhouette. 

The bouffant, ruffled skirt of the second empire 
and grandmother’s party frock will not do for this 
season’s fashions, Ruffles, while fashionable, must 
play a distinctly minor role, subjugating them- 
selves to the free and really beautiful lines of the 
figure. Their purpose, in other words, is solely to 


1a trim, and to trim as unobtrusively as possible. 


There is a quaintness and daintiness abont the ruf- 
fle that qualifies it to become a favorite of the spring 
mode, and leading Paris couturiers are using it in 
one form or another, from the narrow, ruffled skirt 
of Spain, to the tiny vertical ruffles whith Renee 
places on her skirts so close together that they look 
like ruching. Double puffed and padded ruffles are 
favorites, and I have seen them in all of the grands 
maisons. For the slender debutante there is the 
full ruffle, placed as conspicuously as possible, and 
for the plump matron there are tiny ruffles, plaited 
to lie flat and not accentuate too generous curves. 

To return to padded ruffles, these are used on 
both coats and dresses, particularly to complete the 
hem line. 

Our fourth model illustrates this use. A full, 
padded ruffle is placed around the bottom of this 
black, crepe satin dress. The skirt is shirred in 
front, and double from hip to hip, in front, the left 
side passing underneath the right, and, while it 
hangs open, it is apparently a narrow, straight skirt. 
The two inch padded ruffle at the bottom prevents 
that unattractive, skimpy look that satin so often has 
when it is cut narrow. The panel back of the waist 
balances, nicely, the plain back of the skirt. We are

- it is being done in Paris, I have selected an example 


of the printed and of the appliqued frock, both fa- 
vorites here at the moment. 

The second model illustrated here is a gown of 
crepe imprime in brown, green, and orange on beige 
ground. The printed material is combined with 
plain in the accepted manner, in this case the plain 
being brown crepe de chine bands, scalloped and 
piped at the lower edge. These bands are doubled 
around the waist and the hem, where the skirt is 
split and shows an apron front and two side floating 
panels. An ostrich fantaisie of beige and orange 
is suspended from the left side of the girdle. This 
use of ostrich is another popular feature of spring 
gowns in Paris. In fact, Paris has taken strongly 
to ostrich fringe as trimming: for both gowns and 
evening wraps, and I have seen a great many col 
lars and cuffs made out of ostrich, in the way they 
used to make ostrich boas. To return to our model,

Certain types suited certain 
areas, and periods of in-breeding tended to make the dis- 
tinctive peculiarities of each incipient race well defined and 
stable. \ When the original peculiarities, say, of Negro and 
Mongol, Australian and Caucasian, arose as brusque varia- 
tions or mutations, then they would have great staying power 
from generation to generation. They would not be readily 
swamped by intercrossing or averaged off. Peculiarities end 
changes of climate and surroundings, not to speak of other 
change producing factors, would provoke new departures 
from age to age, and so fresh racial ventures were made. 


Moreover, the occurrence of out-breeding when two raced 


met, in peace or in war, would certainly serve to induce fresh 
starts.

IN TAX DEFEAT 


Defeat of the proposed 10 per cent 
tax on radio sets and parts in the sen- 
ate Friday was regarded as partiy due 
to the fruitful battle put up by the two 
weeks old Radio Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, with headquarters in Chicago. 

Although permanent officers have 
not yet been elected, this orga*ization 
threw itself into the thick of the fray 
as its first official act. Telegrams were 
dispatched daily to forty-five large 
broadcasting stations throughoui the 
country calling attention to the need 


of keeping the public informed as to 
the unpleasant features bound up with 
passage of the tax, while from other 
sources publicity was used to the utter- 
most. Ernest Reichmann, counsel for 
the association, kept tab personally 
on events in Washington. 

Membership of the association is 
confined at present mostly to Chicago 
firms, but applications for admission 
from firms all over the middle west in- 
dicate widening of scope in the near fu- 
ture.

Grid Coil Proportions. 

However, the resistance of the grid 
circuit is of utmost importance and 
every detail must be carefully watched 
if we want sharp tuning. For the 
broadcast range, sixty turns, with 
each turn spaced from its neighbor by 
a distance equal to the diameter of the 
wire, wound on a four inch tube, will 
give just about the right range with a 
6005 mfd. g@naximum) variable con-4 
denser. The spaced winding is easily 
made by winding a piece of string 
along with the wire and then, after a 
light coat of dope has dried hard, un- 
winding the string without disturbing 
the wire. Another light coat of dope 
may be applied if the coll shows signs 
of loosening, but too much should not 
be used, as it has a tendency to in- 
Crease the resistance. 

The primary coupling coil should be 
mounted, rotatable, an inch or so to 
the right of the grid coil, while the 
Uckler may be fastened in the same 
manner, to the left. An easy method 
may be gleaned from the photo. 

For tuning we must use a variable 
condenser of absolutely the best elec- 
trical and mechanical construction 
possible, for this is in the grid circuit, | 
which must be kept as low in resist- 
ance as we can—remember the maxim, 
“a high resistance circuit will not tune 
sharply "—neither will it bring in the 
far signals. 


Regarding condenser design, those, 
with the amaliest volume of good

WHEN CARUSO BROADCAST 


Agitation that is going on today in 
favor of having the famous operatic 
and other stars broadcast recalls to @ 
the fact that almost fifteen years 
ago, when not one person in ten thous- 
and had heard of am radio, the great 
Caruso’s priceless voice was 
to all those who cared to listen. 

Dr. Lee De Forest, whose invention 
of the audion makes broadcasting pos- 
sible, recalled this early experiment 
the other day in conversation with An- 
dreas Dippel, the operatic impressario. 
It was in 1999, and at that time De 
Forest was working out details of the 
invention that has since brought him 
world-wide fame. Dippel was director 
of the Metropolitan Opera house in 
New York, in which organization he 
had, for many years previous, been the 
principal tenor: 

Dippel was one of the few persons 
who really had faith in De Forest’s in- 
vention. But even he scoffed when De 
Forest told him that it would be pos- 
sible to broadcast Caruso’s voice as he 
sang during the course of a regular 
pefformance at the Metropolitan. It 
took several weeks of argument on the 
part of De Forest to win from Dippel 
permission to make the experiment. 
But the impressario finally consented 
to permit him to try ft one night witien 
“Cavalieria Rusticana’ was a part 
of the bill at the Metropolitan. 

Caruso did everything. in his power 
to make the experiment a success. To 
get the microphone anywhere near the 
singer it was necessary to lower it 
from the files and then camouflage it 
back of a “prop” tree. It had been 
decided Caruso should sing “The Si- 
cilian” number into the microphone. 
Several of De Forest’s associates were 
in the little laboratory of the inventor 
in Jersey City, awaiting, the result. 
Almost before the last golden note had 
died away the telephone at the Metro- 
politan rang, and an excited voice on

But the greatest thrill came to Dr. 
De Forest the following day. Two 
American warships were lying in the 
harbor down the bay.

But aside from the 
operators on the warships and the 
little group in the laboratory in Jer-. 
sey City none others heard the golden 
notes, which, if they were broadcast 
today, would enthrall millions. 

Caruso was as enthusiastic over the 
result as was Dr. De Forest and Mr. 
Dippel. The three remained close 
friends until the death of the great 
singer.

This conclusion was derived from 
the following facts: 

There are many more home made re 
ceivers in the United States than there 
are manufactured sets. The apparatus 
is frequently changed and experiment- 
ed with so that there can be no check 
upon itg ability to interfere with other 
receivers in the vicinity where it is 
located. 

The cheapest and most efficient re- 
ceiver that can be made is of the re- 
generative type, so that the person 
of limited means desiring to listen in 
can obtain more for his expenditure if 
he chooses a regenerative set. This 
is true whether a home made set or & 
manufactured receiver is used. 

Regenerative receivers will operate 
on indoor antennz and for that rea- 
son sets would be used contrary to 
legislation making their use illegal. 

Choke That Squeal! 

It is not difficult for the user of a 
regenerative receiver to know that his 
receiver may be interfering with re 
ception by other people. When the 
regenerative amplification is increased 
to more than the useful amount the 
operator hears a squeal in his own 
receiver and should immediately re 
duce the regeneration or amplification 
until the squeal stops. When a re- 
' ceiving set is in a state of oscillation 
| it radiates energy. 

If every operator of a regenerative 
receiver who desires to enjoy the 
| broadcast transmission realizes that 
every time he permits his receiver to 
squeal his neighbors who may be 
listening to the same station must en- 
dure the same squeal, it seems tha 
there will be little trouble from care- 
less handling of regenerative receivers. 

It is the opinion of some tnat should 
the education of users of regenerative 
receivers fail to produce results, then 
it will be necessary for manufacturers 
and dealers to discourage the manufac- 
ture and sale of all apparatus capable 
of producing interference and to dis- 
courage the use of such receivers. A 
number of manufacturers have de 
signed nonradiation sets. 

Experiences in other countries indi- 
cate that it is practically impossible 
to enforce a law prohibiting the use 
of. radiating recelvers because of the 
home made apparatus and the experi- 
menters.
